A Metctaosin Farmer Gives Uls 
Opinion on the Butter 
Question. 



To THE Editor:— I have read with 
Burprise your leading article on April 
30 on the Empress of China and the 
quarantine question. I am not going to 
discuss the general merits of iho case, 
neither the particular caBo ot' this ship, 
nor the accommodiition at William 
Head, uor tliu social or legal or inter- 
nitional aspect of the question, although 
these poiata, no doubt, aUbrd legitimate 
subject for pontroveisy. All that I am 
concerned to animadvert upon just now 
is your allegation that " the best medi- 
cal opinion seems to favor a fourteen 
days' (juarantine in case of persona ex- 
j)oscd to contut!;ion from smallpox;." 
1 beg leave to traverse tliat statement. 
Isothiiit; can bo further from llie truth 
than the assertion that the medical pro- 
fession tlirows its wei^iht into tlie ecalo 
in favor of the ahibboletlis of the anti- 
quated and obsolete system called cjuar- 
antine. Let me adduce evidence, l^r. 
Parkea, the eminent authority on hy- 
giene, speakinjrof quarantine plans, says 
that " the constant evasions of the most 
strict cordon render such plans always 
useless," and, again, he says bath 
theory and actual experience show that 
quarantine fails;" furthermore, he 
points out that " the futility of (juaran- 
tino was distinctly affirmed by the com- 
mittee appointed bythe secretary of state 
for India in ISSS.'' Sir John Smion, than 
vlioin no one has a jirofoand knowietlKe 
or a wilier exi)erience of all iiiattera re- 
garilini; public health, has descrilieil 
quarantine as " an elaborate syeteiu of 
leakiiiess." CJuarantiiie was comleiiiiiei I 
by tlie \'ieuna conference of 187-1, and 
the signature of tireat liritain to the 
Dresden convention in lS!i;i was only 
obtained on condition that "observa- 
tion " of persons, whether from infected 
or suspected ships, should be in the 
homes of tlie persons under observa- 
tion instead of in any specially 
provided place. The period of observa- 
tion is not to iBxceed five days and " land 
quarantine" is abolished. The latest 
an! horitative utterance on the subject of 
quarantine witli whicli 1 am aciiuaiiited 
is contained in the Mibroy lectures, de- 
livered liefore tlie Koyal College of 
riiysiciane of London, durini; the pres- 
ent year, by lb-. Collingridue, medical 
otlicerof heallli I'or the port of London, 
in which tlie subject is exhaustively 
treated. Dr. Collingridge in tlieee lec- 
tures eavB that "The whole history of 
quarantine ia a series of illustrations of 
its futility," and " an effective ([Uaran- 
tine is practically impossible in a com- 
mercial country." An abstract of the 
lectures is published in the British Medi- 
cal Journal of March 20, 1897, and the 
same number of that journal has a lead- 
inj.' article on the question entitled sig- 
nilicantly enous;h " The Quarantine 
Superstition." Both the lectures and 
till' leading article are well worthy of 
pciiisal. Both tend to sliow tlial the 
doi:trine and ])ractice of (juarantine arc 
no! scientific \mt are fountled on iguor- 
arn e and reared on folly. 

Jiut evidence to the same effect ia 
obtainable close at home. The able 
cliMirman of the provincial board of 
bcailli, a scientific man who keeps 
abreast of modern knowledge, is entirely 
of the same way of thinking as the 
authorities here quoted. In his annual 
report for the year 1898, Dr. John C. 
Davie makes use of the following pithy 
and striking sentences : "The first line 
of defence, quarantine, is never ei'ectual. 
It is impossible to ;nake it iierfect. 
Li'-'iMse always passes through it and 

e!a .es it ,(ireat Britain 

ha- iijr tliese reat-ona given up (|Uaran- 
tinc. Tlie second line of defence, sanila- 
ti Ml, ia the true and reliaiile one." 

More evidence couhl lie cited to the 
fia!:ie effect. So much, however, is per- 
il 1)13 enough for present [iiirposea. It is 
ra'iier hard on the medical jirufeision, 
■nl'.ic.'i is sedulously and incessantly 
iiL'hling the battle of sanitation against 
quarantine, that it sbould be made 
to incur the reproach of the advocacy of 
a practice diametrically opj)useil to that 
to wliich it is committed, and nf bol.ster- 
iiig up the faulty and " leaky " system 
■which it is so earnestly endeavuruiu tu 
sweep awav. If any ciedit is tliDiight to 
be attached to tlie niainlinaiice of 
quaranLine, let, those have it who are 
desirous of chuniiiig it. I'alniaii qui 
nicrLiit ferat. The true source nf the 
ij anl.ine (■oniiiiotioii is the ignolue 
tci rur of a (laiiic stricken jiopulace. Let 
the populace appropriate whatever merit 
they can see in the fool's paradise liie\' 
are making for themselves. The medical 
profession will have none of it. The 
medical profession repudiates quaran- 
tine as an anachronism Better Buiicil for 
an illustration of fin de siede degeneracy 
than for any other purposr, and relegates 
it to Max Xordau accordingly as a 
typical I'xample of " decadentiKui.'' 

I luiifct apologize for trespassing on 
your ap.ice, lull 1 could not allow so 
serious II libel on the profc-^sion to wtiicb 
1 belong, as this uholly gratuitous at- 
tribution to it 111 the advocacy and suj)- 
jiort of the exjiloded system of quaran- 
tine, to pass without protest.

To TiTE EDiTon:— I have read with in- 
terest your editorial on the butter sup- 
]>ly of the province, and quite aeree that 
it ia a remarkable state of all'airs tliat 
$l,r)()U should he iroing out of the prov- 
ince daily for this one product. But, 
sir, i must confess tliat 1 read w iili 
am.izeinent " Victorian's " letter with a 
Hiippoaed remedy for the evil. The sup- 
position u|)on which he founds all hie 
ari.Muiienta is, tliat round Issiiuinialt, 
Ooldstreain and Highland, t'lero ia an 
aliundance of food for cattle all the year 
round aim ply for the browsing. I can 
(|uitQ beliove Victorian is honest in his 
endeavor toopen up a big industry round 
Victoria, and that he has the good of the 
province at heart, but to a rancher, or, 
indeed, anyone who knows anything 
Avhatever of the tlistricts of which he 
j-p ialis, his pro))osal must seein most 
Htiu-tling, and altogether impracticalilp. 
Li rat. 111! says that "he was much struck " 
v ith tlie abundance of the fodder and 
" willow shoots." Victorian would be 



still more struck, if he would take the 
same drive in the latter summer months 
or during the winter, by the absence of 
that fodder. Secondly,' Victorian says 
that a settler told him that his cattle 
came home rolling fat in June after run- 
ning out all winter. This is no doubt 
true and a case of the survival of the 
fittest, but the ■ settler evidentlj' forgot 
that bad he wanted to get his cattle 
home in February or Marcb he would 
very likely have h'ad to roUsomeof them 
hotne in a Btoneboat, for cattle that 
forage for themselves all winter in these 
liarta are afflicted with a scarcity of 
llcah and an emptinesB of iitomach alto- 
gether incompatible with strength, much 
less milk, butter or beef. The facts are 
these, in the districts round Victoria, as 
a general rule, there is plenty of grass 
and to spare during the months of May 
and June (wild vetches and wild grasses 
being in abundance) after that 
the grass dries up and the emiitineaa ot 
the milk jiail betokens the necessity of 
home feeding in some shape or other. 
In tlie fall again, if the rains start early, 
there is another montli or so of fairly 
good gra?9 but the weather is soon too 
cool to grow much grass, and conse- 
quently the butter maker must of a 
necessity begin feeding hay, ensilage, 
roots, bran, etc., to keep his cattie in a 
paying condition. This must be done 
for at the very least six months in the 
year,and I think tliat is putting it at too 
abort a time. Now, sir, what would 
happen to the six thoueantl liead of 
cattle during those winter moutbs? 
surely phosjihates would become a drut^ 
in the market; or they would place the 
simckels of debt around the necks of 
those who owned them in buying bay, 
ect., to keei) them alive, not to men- 
tion even the possibility of milk. 
Victorian eatimatea the average yield of 
butter per cow as six pounds, that is, 
over 300 pounds per annum per cow. 
Why, with very good care, good warm 
buildings and 'well-bred ctock, this is 
seldom exceeded ; certainly very, very 
seldom where the herd is comprised of 
ten or more animali. With rogard to 
tliowild land tax, the aim and dutyof all 
should 1)0 the taxing out of existence of 
this wild land. Let the wild land be 
either improved by its present owners 
and thus escape the wild land tax, or 
let them sell ctieaply to those who will 
80 improve. I claim that the remedy, 
in a great measure, for the evils of but- 
ler i Mijiortation here, is the quantity 
of idle laud held for speculation 
at ridiculous prices. Settlers com- 
ini; to the (country have to take 
up land far removed from the haunts 
of civilization, while acres and acres 
are lying, ot no value in their present 
wild condition either to the 'individual 
or the state, hoarded, if one might use 
tlie term, for speculation, unproductive 
and a drawback in every seuse to the 
well-beins of the province. An in- 
creased wild hinds tax means a decreased 
improved laml tax; a decreased iiii- 
l)roved land tax means a real and tan- 
gible heiielit to the bona tide and a drag 
and a mill-stone round the neck of land 
Bjieculatioii . T'liis drag on specnlation 
would open nj* these lands to settlers to 
go in and improve, build, ami breetigood 
stock. Thia together wdtli small gov- 
ernmental loans on tlieao bona tide im- 
proveraenta woulii at once increase the 
number of farmers, increase the butter 
supply, and decrease the importation ot 
butter as well as other farm produce. 

But, again, unfortunately for many, 
the market is by no means " a certainty 
at d.'ced prices," as Victorian thinks. Let 
hiui take butter into town during May 
antl Juno and see what lie can sell it for, 
or rather what he can trade it for, tor 
many arc they v, ho never see cash for 
their butter. This evil, however, 1 ad- 
mit has a remedy in the farmers co-op- 
erating together more than they do, and 
reiiieiiibering that '■ in unity there is 
slrenirth." In throwing open your col- 
umua to the discussion of subjects oi this 
kind you will do groat good, in bringing 
before the general public the views of 
others on a subject that demands the at- 
tention of all, . " I'ro bono luiblico " 
shoulil bo the motto in liiscussions of 
thia kind.

THE ORIENTAL LABOR BILL. 

The Lieutenant-Governor haa reserv- 
ed, for the consideration of the Gov- 
ernor-General, the bill to prohiliit 
the employment ol Chinese am 
.lapanese by incoi-porateil coiiii'anies. 
It will Ijo runRMubert'il tlial when 
it was proposed Lo insert a Ructtiou 
in llio several acts of incorporation aa 
they came up, the Coi.dnist pointed out 
that such a course might jeopardize 
these acts, and suggested that it wouUl 
be better to deal wiLli the subject in an 
act of general applicatimi. Tliis course 
was followed and the result is that the 
several acta of incoriioration liecanie law 
instead of beini? withheld for tlie 
action of ttie Governor-General. 

It is interesting to note that this is 
the second occasion upon which a lieu- 
tenant-governor of British Columbia has 
reserved an act for the approval of the 
■_'ovi:ruor-general, the first occasion hav- 
ing been in 1877, when Lieut-Gove.nor 
Kicharda reserved the Act in Amend- 
ment to the Gold Mining Amendment 
Act of 1872. The act of 1877 constituted 
the gold commissioners judicial otti- 
c?rB, and assent was withheld on the 
uroinid that the Federal parliament only 
liad tlie rij^ht to appoint juilgcs, and 
t;ie r.ctioii of the Lieiiti'nant-Cio\ernor 
ill tlu'.t case was upheld l.iy the Dom- 
inion government. 

It is to be remarljed that in with- 
holding his assent from a bill for the 
purpose of reserving it for the action of 
ti,.^ Governor-Cieneral, the Lieutenant- 
(.loveruor ihiea not act as a provincial 
executive ollicer, but as a representative 
ni the federal authority. He does not 
withhold his assent by the advice of his 
ministers, but presumably because of 
instructions received from tlie federal 
authorities. As Bourinot points out, 
this is somewhat inconsistent with the 
Hpldicatioii of the-principlea of responsi- 
ble government to the provinces. Bouri- 
not says : 

T.'ie position of a lieutenant-ffovernor's 
ndvisers, under these exceptional cir- 
i-i:ra8tancea, is very difHcult to explain

On page 658 the same writer says that

II eir assent to hills "are to act, not

i' i-t to instructions," citing for this !>nsi- 
ti'/n section 65 of the British North Am- 
enca Act, 1807, and Sir .John iMaidon- 
ald's report on the Ontario Orange hills 
of 1S73. He adds that, in the absence of 
instructions, tliey are throwji upon their 
own discretion, with such assistance as 
t hdir ministers may give them, but then' 
i s no obligation uj)Oii the Lii iitenant- 
i iijvernor to accept Ihe ad\ ii e tiM.dcred 
liirii by hia ministry on such a matter, 
and be is under no obligation whatever 
to consult them, lie may ignore them 
wholly, and the fact that he may clioosc 
to ignore them is no reason why the 
ministry should icsign, for, as wc have 
pointed out, ihe I .icutcnant i n ivci nor 
occupies tbe dual position of represent- 
ing Ihe federal ;'.ulhorily and of chief ex- 
ecutive of the province. 

A vote of want ot confidence could not 
be based upon such action on the part of 
the Lieutenant Governor for ohvioua 
reasona, and aa the witliholding of the 
assent ia not made Unown until after 
Hupplv haw been votcil. Ih(^ le'.rislatnre 
cannot decdare their disapjiroval of hia 
lil t by 1 ( fusing to vote supply. In fact 
tlio case presented is one that has no 
parallel in the parliamentary practiee 
the British Kmpire, for in no other part 
of itdo I be Haine constitutional conditione 
exist as in Canada. It so hapiums in 
regard to this particular measure that it 
did not receive minislerial supiiort, but 
this is only an incident ol the transaction 
and touches no material point involved 
in it. Tbe act is that of the Lieutenant- 
Governor and not an act of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Oouncil. 

The Lieutenant-Governor baa not 
given hia reasons for withholding hia 
a.JBent to thia bill, nor has lie informed 
t he legislature whether in point of fact 
Jio received instructions from Ottawa. 
It is not difficult, however, to suggest a 
ronaon why the federal authorities may 
biivedesired to have assent to thia meas- 
nre withheld. .Xegotiations are now 
V.'ndinB lor a treaty with .lupan, and 
tliv) whole-aubject of Oauadn'a relations

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Mauy Important Bills Added to the 
Statute Book of British 
Columbia. 



All the Industries of the Prov- 
ince Have Beeu Well Looked 
After. 



The (Tovernment merits tlie appro- 
bation of the wliole coiuitry for tlie way 
in which it conducted the seeBion of tlie 
legislature that was brought lo a close 
yeeterilny. To meet the necessities of 
the time many new and important 
measures respecting divers industrioa 
had to be passed, and the three months' 
Bitting has finished witliout any matter 
of real moment being lelt undealt with. 
In the rush of bringing a session lo ii 
close there is generally a wholesale 
slaughter of the innocents, but on this 
QWaeion Hon. Mr, Turner luul his col- 
leagues put through all their measures 
excej)t two, which cannot be considered 
of prossiiiR iMoment. The first of' these 
referred to noxious weeds and the second 
was a proposed amend inent to the school 
act. This last nau'ied was brought 
in at the request of the city 
council of Victoria and was designed to 
allow three members of the council of 
cities to sit on the board of school 
trustees. The bill diil not commend it- 
Eelf to many people, and the govern- 
ment acted wiseb' in witluiraw iiig it. 
The list of bills jiassed , which is given 
elsewhere, shows what good work lias 
been done for the country. That list of 
course does not include the " Speedy In- 
corporation of Cities Act " and the act 
to specifically correct an ambiguity in 
the British Columbia Southern Railway 
Act. These two measures were as- 
sented to very early in the eeseioii, and 
the first gave liosslaiid and Xelsun tlie 
dignity of cities. 

(ilancirig down the list of meaaures 
that received the regal assent yesterday, 
it is noticeable how great is the numbf 
aud importance of the railway 
Mils. The government measures 
in (his direction have already 
been eufficieptlv noticed, and the 
tiountry la certainly to i)c yODj^ratulated 
Qu the stens that the ministry hue taken 
to turthnr the development of the re- 
sources of the province and make them 
accessible, jMiniug matters received 
very full attention at the session of the 
legislature now under discussion, and in 
this connection the companies bill — al- 
though meant to cover all undertakings 
of a public nature as well as mining com- 
panies — deserves especial mention. That 
bill will help more, perhaps, than any- 
tbiuK else to keep down the over capi- 
talization of mining companies, whicli 
threatened recently to prejudice the in- 
dustry in this province; and moreover, 
while consolidating into one the numer- 
ous laws wliich formerly referred to corpo- 
rations, it will serve to protect the inter- 
ests of the people in the fullest possible 
manner. Besides this bill, the govern- 
ment brought in and passed a measure 
calling for the appointment of an in- 
spector of metalliferous mines, whose 
duly will he to see that the safety and 
good health of .workmen are looked 
after. Farmers, alike with miners, 
have been well treated by the 
government this session. Besides 
the farmers' institute bill and the 
dyking aid act there have just been 
passed bills to make more beneficial the 
working of the dairyraeo'B associations, 
and in addition thereto the Horticultural 
Board Act, Ibl'l, has been amended in 
the interest of the agriculturist. 

This review is necessarily brief and 
partial, but, while many measures have 
to be left untouched, brief mention 
must be made ol the lunacy hill, whicb 
is to meet the regrellalile increase of 
lunacy in the prfjvince. In this bill 
everything has been done for the inter- 
est not only of the insane, but the sane. 
The government had this matter 
of the lunacy bill specially put 
in the hand of experts, and 
the result is that in the 
measure that has now the force of law 
we have one of the best hills th:il it in 
possible to frame regarding this Huliject. 
The numerous bills which the Attoriiey- 
• ieneral introduced for the lietter carry- 
ing out of the law and the hill to secure 
the completion of the revision of the 
statute cannot Inil com mend iheniHelves 
to everybody, while the new loan c)( 
^lOO.UUO to complete the furnishing of the 
parliament buildings was an iindoulited 
necessity. Taking everythini; into con- 
t-ideration and looking at the nuiiieroiis 
and useful bills just assented to, it must 
he admitted on all sides that the govern- 
ment has fully and eflecluaily dealt with 
the requirements of British Columbia.

Tbird Session of tbe Seventh ParllameDt- 

SIXTY-SECOND DAY. 

Satuuday, May 8, 1897.

j 1 oronto Astronomer Discourses of As- 
I Irononiy. 

.losepli A. -Armstrong, of Toronto, pro- 
niitlgHtes the following information for 
the benefit of humanity : 

A celestial hotly exist's within our so- 
lar system wliiidi until the present time 
has not been recognized by modern as- 
Iruiujiuv. It is a globe formed of water 
and will I'ank as a satellite of the earth ; 
it is i>laced at a distance of L'10;0l)0 miles 
from the earth, around which it revolves 
in a synodical peiiod of l!'.) days 
and V2 hours. Ii travels in tiie 
same path as the moon and is 
always on the opiiosito side of 
! the earth, hence it is in conjunction 
with the sun when the moon is in oji- 
position, and it enters the sign of Libra 
about the same time that the moon 
Cillers Aries.
